HE following Narrative compriſing at large 
| only the Evidence given againft Mr, Thomas 
Ibwing, and Mrs, Mary - Preſlicks,' (bo was 4ryed 
by the ſame Fury with bim )-it may be expetled that ſome 
reaſon ſhould be givenwby tbe tryals of tbe Lady Anne 
Tempeſt, ('Davghter of -Sir Thomas Galcoyne, ) 
and of «Mr. Charles Inglesby, who were tryed by 
other Juryes and acquitted, are not aljo publiſhed ; and 
tberefore to anſwer that expeation we ſhall ſay. 

1. T bat the Evidence, though differing, and that ma- 
zerially in ſome circumſtances ,was in great part, eſpecially 
in what related to the Priſoners defence tbe ſame that 
was given in «Mr. Thwings tryal; and tberefore that 
this Nc arrative might not be ſwelled to too great a bulk , 
the Evidence i not repeated ſo often bere as it was upon 
the ſeveral tryals. 

2. That Engliſh Proteſtants inclining rather to mer- 
cy than to Juſtice, and ſo not being forward curiouſly 10 
examine or to cenſure a. tenderneſs of proceeding in caſe of 
blood, it may be as acceptable (as neceſſary for the vin- 
dication of the Fuſtice of tbe N ation) to give a particular 
accompt of the tryal of Mr. Thwing, who was executed, 

And becauſe the Papiſts do endeavour to diſparage the 
Evidence of this moſt Helliſh Plot Ly boaſting that the 
Witneſſes are ſuch as bave revolted from their Church,

I cannot do i without the Kings 
Counſel moye for a 7ales, which as this cafe ſtands they 
will not do. And fo he was remanded to Priſon, and 
Remanet pro defefiu Juratorum entred upon the Record. 


A Reprieve being obtained for Mr. Thwing, he remain- 
ed Fa A in the Caſtle of 7ork until about the mid- 
dle of Otober. Mr. Juſtice Dolben attended his Majeſty in 
Council, and gave a full Account of the ſeveral Tryals, 
and of his fatisfaction in the Evidence. Whereupon an 
Order of Council was made for the Execution of Mr. 
Thwing, and upon the 23. of 0Aober, according to the 
Sentence, he was Drawn, Hanged, and Quartered ar 7ork , 
having firſt proteſted his Innocency of ali that was ſworn 
againſt him, but gloried that he was a Prieſt, and had 
pertormed the Pricitly FunCtion about 1 5 years, and de- 
firing all cruc Catholicks, if any ſuch were there, to pray 
for him, and begging God to bleſs and preſerve the King, 
his Qucen, the Duke of 74 . and all other good Chr- 


ftans, he yielded himfelf ro the Exccutioner.
